ch as having praised Mr. 
Ejteenhover’s performance in 
Brussels, saying he had 
served “with exceptional 
competence and in doing so 
KJtd contributed significantly 
i€ strengthening longtime \ 
tjfes of friendship between 
out country and Belgium.”
